assault on the state's 38-year-old 
law banning the teaching of 
Darwin's theory of evolution- 
one of the nation's last three 
"monkey laws." 


"We just decided it was time 


for the law to go," says Forrest 
Rozzell, head of the association. 
"It is an unwarranted affront to 
the 
ability 
and integrity of 


teachers." 


Mrs. Epperson, 24, completing 


her third year on the faculty at 
Little Rock Central High School, 
became the association's cham- 
pion in the courtroom thfs year. 


She filed a suit to declare the 


law unconstitutional.

Court judge, one step below the 
Arkansas Supreme Court, held 
in May that the law must go 
because it tends to restrain the 
quest for knowledge by banning 
a theory that poses no hazard to 
the community.

Emphysema, a condition in 


which the exhalation of air 
li-om the lungs is obstructed, 
•mpears to be increasing. It 
was once thought to be a spe- 
cial hazard of glassblowers 
and players of wind instru- 
ments but \vc now know that 
such blowing does not dam- 
age the lungs. The cause in- 
stead is irritation of the lungs 
by our increasingly polluted 
air and especially by cigare- 
tte smoking. 


The victim in time becomes 


disabled because of the inter- 
ference with the normal func- 
tioning of his lungs. Although 
many drugs and other forms 


Drugs that dilate the bron- 


chial tubes such as racemic 
e p i n e p h r i n e hydroclonde 
(Vaponefrirt) and isoprotere- 
nol dsupreli are beneficial, 
especially when their use is 
combined with postural drain- 
age living across a bed with 
the head near the floor to al- 
low secretions to flow out by

able to resume their work 
without fear of an acute at- 
tack of wheezing and short- 
ness of breath. 


Respiratory stimulants — 


aminophylline is probably the 
best because it also acts as a 
bronchial dilator — have a 
limited value since they must 
be injected into the vein and 
the effect does not last long. 


Another important part of 


the treatment of emphysema 
is getting rid of any chronic 
low grade infection that may 
have taken up quarters in the 
weakened lungs. This is best 
accomplished 
by the use of 


antibiotics. The restlessness 
that often accompanies em- 
physema 
is best treated by- 


improving the ventilation of 
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the lungs as already outlined. 
Sedatives, sleeping pills and 
the like should be avoided be- 
cause they depress the respi- 
ratory center of the 
brain.

their minds have been warped 
by antireligious propaganda; or 
will they be forever captives of 
the Darwin theory, foisted upon 
them in their youth?" he asks. 


Bennett 
emphasized 
that 


some restraints on freedom of 
speech have been held legal — 
including the Hatch Act, which 
forbids federal employes from 
active participation in partisan 
politics. 


Similarly, he said, Mrs. Ep- 


person is subject to restraint by 
the evolution law because she 
was a state employe, hired by i 
state subdivision — the Little 
Rock School Board — and paid 
with state funds. 


Mrs. 
Epperson's 
personal 


view is that a reasonable re- 
straint would not conflict with 
academic freedom. 


The language of the Arkansas 


anti-evolution law made it ille- 
gal to teach or use a textbook 
that taught that man developed 
from a lower order of animals. 
The penalty was a fine up to 
$500 and dismissal 
from the 


teaching post. 


The Arkansas Education As- 


sociation contends that a strict 
interpretation of the law would 
clear the classrooms of encyclo- 
pedias, most biology textbooks 
and even dictionaries. 


The legislature had consid- 


ered an anti-evolution law in 
1027. 


"Monkey business," lawmak- 


ers snorted and refused to adopt 
it. 


Then the Rev. Ben Bogard, 


Baptist 
minister, founded the 


\mericati Anti-Evolution Asso- 
ciation, and petitions signed by 
10,000 voters put the issue on the 
1028 general election ballot.

In Peking I visited the family 


of a student. The father worked 
;n a steel mill outside the city. 
He was a skilled worker and 
'earned 90 yuan—almost $40—a 
month, about 20 yuan a month 
more than the average worker. 


His rent, 
for 
a two-room 


'ground-floor apartment in a pri- 
'vately owned house, was seven 
:jpjan a month. The father, his 
wife and another son all worked 
and had lunches and dinners at 
: their 
places of employment, 


:with the father and the son pay- 
ing 16 yuan a month each and 
.the mother 15. The girl of the 
•family, 15 years old, attended 
school, where she had free 
'meals. Bus fares totaled 20 yuan 
a month for the family. 


I asked the man of the house 


through 
his 
English-studying 


son, what he thought of his life. 


"Everything is good," he re- 


plied. "I lead a happy life. I can 
support 
my family. We have 


1 enough to eat every day." 


"What did you do before the 


liberation?" I asked. 


"My father worked as a boy, 


; and I also tried to be a servant, 


jt it didn't go so well. The 


family 
that my father and I 


worked for was very kind, even 
though they were imperialists. 
They got me a job as a train 
conductor. My family was not 
starving, as many others were. 
Then the war came, and the 
Japanese occupied China. Then 
times became even more diffi- 
cult, and many people starved 
tV death. H was during the Jap- 
anese occupation that I started 
to work in the steel industry." 


"Do you have any hobbies?" I 


asked. 


"Not really," he replied. "In 


the summer I often sit and play 
cards with my neighbors. We 
often go to the movies together. 
Then, of course, the production 
teams make a lot of arrange- 
ir/mts." 


"Like what?" I asked. 
"It's 
very good. They make 


arrangements to have my hair 
cut in the factory. They also 
arrange for me to go to a bath- 
house. And you don't have to 
pay anything." 


Then I turned to the son, who 


was 18 years old and worked in 
hjs father's trade. Because he 


Is just learning he received 


only 30 yuan a month. 


"What 
are 
your 
future 


plans?" I asked. 


"I want to be a skilled worker 


like my father, and perhaps I 
will be chosen for a responsible 
position in the factory." 


"Will you get any extra mon- 


ey for this kind of job?" I 
asked. 
V'No, why should I? It is a 


privilege to work as a leader." 


"Do all the people think that 


it is good to do much extra work 
and get no reward?" I asked. 


"Yes. 
There are some who 


say no, but it is only because 
:hey read too little of the works 
of Mao Tzc-tung." 


While I was talkin g to the 


1 asked the mother, who was 


a nurse in one of the Peking 
hospitals, about the prices of 
consumer 
goods. She let me 


know that 
food 
products like 


rice, tea and meat were only 
sold to those who had food cou- 
pons. One also needed coupons 
to buy cotton goods. Vegetables 
were quite inexpensive. A kilo 
of rice—2.2 pounds—cost 20 jin 
or 10 cents. Clothes were costly. 
A pair of simple blue pants cost 
4.60 yuan. A summer shirt cost 
just as much. Winter clothes 
were even more expensive. And 
suuch things as nylon shirts cost 
17 yuan, about one-fifth of the 
average monthly salary. But in 
China, she told me, salaries 
never went up; prices came 
down. I asked if there was any 
product 
that had gone up in 


price. The only price increase 
she mentioned was bread. 


"What kind of social benefits 


do you have?" I asked. 


"Well," the father responded, 


"I and my second son have full 
medical aid insurance; so does 
my wife, because we all work. 
But my two other children who 
are still studying, get only 50 
per cent protection. But if one 
must undergo an expensive op- 
eration the union helps him so 
that one only needs to pay about 
15 yuan. For example, when our 
neighbor's boy fell and broke 
two of his side teeth he had to 
go to the dentist many times. 
His parents paid 
about nine 


yuan. Before the liberation the 
poor working people never could 
afford 
to go to dentists 
or 


doctors." 


The girl wore a red scarf 


around her neck which I could 
tell made her a member of the 
Pioneers (a Communist youth 
organization). 
She 
told 
me 


about different activities she 
had. Before, she used to go out 
during vacation to work in state 
farms but now she had a lot of 
different meetings to attend. 


"What kind of meetings?" I 


asked. 


"We sit and listen to how our 


instructors tell about our coun- 
try's revolutionary history. And 
we also read Mao Tze-tung's 
works," she said proudly. 


"Think of it," the father said. 


"Thanks to the revolution and 
Chairman Mao, my children 
have a future. We are happy 
and never had it so good. I even 
have a bicycle, although I don't 
really need one. If someone 
would have told me that my life 
would be so pleasant before the 
liberation, 
I 
would 
have 


laughed."

It simply did not ad- 
mit them. 


There 
was 
one thing you 


would guess: it is being careful 
about trying a second "great 
leap forward." It tried a "great 
leap" in 1958 — under Mao's 
prodding, a radical collectiviza- 
tion of farm and factory — that 
turned into a great disaster. 


This weekend's communique 


did not promise a great leap. It 
may have hinted at one. 


The bitter break with the So- 


viet Union looks deeper than 
ever. The communique not only 
accused the Soviets of betraying 
communism 
and 
safeguarding 


capitalism but even of trying to 
restore capitalism. 


Yet, 
there was a pathetic 


sense of loneliness and reaction 
about the communique for more 
reasons than one: 


1. Red China set itself up as 


the leader of the world Commu- 
nist movement, knowing as it 
did so, that one by one other 
countries, Communist or non- 
Communist, 
are 
beginning to 


look on her dubiously or break- 
ing away. 


2. 
The 
whole communique, 


while its purpose may be to as- 
sure internal discipline, is a 
groveling, cringing, deification 
of a man, Mao, which makes an 
obscenity of all other intellects 
in 
China because, 
compared 


with his, all others look like 


In effect the Chinese people 


are being taken down the most 
reactionary of all roads. Instead 
of being urged to seek new val- 
ues, 
insights and understand- 


ings they are being told the an- 
swers are all in and that in all 
history only three men have had 
tlu'in: Mao, Marx, aj)d Lenin.

penalty for any violation shall 
not excuse the violation or per- 
mit it to continue; and all such 
persons shall be required to cor- 
rect or remedy such violations or 
defects within a reasonable time; 
and when not otherwise specified, 
each ten days that prohibited con- 
ditions are maintained shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 


B. 
The application of the 


above penalty shall not be held 
to prevent the enforced removal 
of prohibited conditions.

that it would have passed all oth- 
er provisions of this ordinance 
independent of the elimination 
herefrom of any such portion 
as may be declared invalid.
